Issues to Be Discussed 

Brief Description of Arguments to be Presented: 

Bailly pertains to dentist surgery, not eye surgery devices. 
Bailly shows a cover 16 with one end connected to an adaptor 4, while the other 
end is free. 

As best understood, the Examiner's position is that Bailly's cover 16 is 
connectable to nozzle 7 (although it accommodates insertion of conduit 4). Figs. 2a, 2b, 
2c and 3 of Bailly, however, show the nozzle 7 spaced away out of contact from the 
cover 1 6 and therefore not disclosed to be connectable to it. There is no reason to so 
connect, even if it were feasible since either the cover 16 would not be integrally formed 
with the adaptor 4 or the upstream end of the conduit 4 would become exposed to 
environment contamination. 

Pending independent Claims 1 and 9 recite a sterile, tubular sheath whose distal 
end is secured to a hollow extension tube and recites that the sheath is secured to the 
aspiration tube (at a location spaced from the distal end of the expiration tube). 
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
